Fluid  Milk  Processor  Structure  in  Federal  Milk  Order  Market  s*^^-! 

Fluid  milk  handlers  regulated  under  Federal  milk  orders  process  slightly  more  ,j 
than  three/fourths  of  all  the  fluid  milk  products  consumed  in  the  .United  States! 

The  size  and  concentration  of  these  regulated  handlers,  along  withL'a  comparison  to 
similar  data  in  earlier  years,  will  increase  our  knowledge  of  the  structure  of  the 
fluid  milk  industry  and  will  facilitate  discussion  of  it. 

Information  on  fluid  milk  sales  per  handler  in  December  1979  was  obtained  from 
the  market  administrators  of  the  47  Federal  milk  marketing  orders.  This  article 
summarizes  the  findings  of  this  survey  and  presents  comparison  to  similar  surveys 
made  in  earlier  years. 

Some  highlights  of  this  most  recent  survey  are: 

(1)  During  December  1979  Federal  milk  order  regulated  handlers  operated  750 
processing  plants;  the  average  volume  per  plant  was  more  than  4.5  million 
pounds--525  thousand  gallons.  The  smallest  plant  packaged  about  10,000  pounds; 
there  were  185  plants  that  processed  less  than  500,000  pounds.  The  largest  plant 
packaged  more  than  35  million  pounds.  There  were  25  plants  that  processed  more 
than  20  million  pounds.  (See  Tables  A  and  B.) 

(2)  The  number  of  fluid  milk  processing  plants  and  the  average  volume  per  plant 
vary  significantly  by  region.  However,  while  the  number  of  plants  can  be  related 
closely  to  the  total  fluid  milk  (Class  I)  sales  in  the  region,  the  average  volume 
per  plant  cannot.  In  addition,  among  the  markets  within  a  region  the  average 
volume  per*  plant  varies  widely.  (See  Table  A.) 

(3)  Among  the  regions,  there  is  a  wide  difference  in  the  relative  importance  of 
the  plant  size-groups.  In  the  North  Atlantic  region,  there  was  a  relatively 
large  number  of  plants  that  processed  less  than  500,000  pounds  in  December  1979. 

In  the  East  South  Central  and  Mountain  regions,  plants  that  packaged  between 
5  and  7.5  million  pounds  accounted  for  over  25  percent  of  the  sales  in  those 
regions.  Of  the  25  plants  that  processed  more  than  20  million  pounds,  12  were 
located  in  the  North  Atlantic  region  and  8  were  located  in  the  East  North  Central 
region.  In  the  largest  size  group,  5  of  the  6  plants  were  located  in  the 
North  Atlantic  region  and  these  plants  accounted  for  over  18  percent  of  the  sales 
in  that  region,  more  than  three  times  the  share  for  all  markets  combined. 

(See  Table  B.) 

(4)  Between  1975  and  1979  the  number  of  fluid  milk  processing  plants  operated  by 
regulated  handlers  declined  by  203  plants.  The  average  volume  per  plant  in  1979 
was  more  than  24  percent  greater  than  the  average  in  1975.  In  December  1979 
there  were  123  fewer  plants  processing  less  than  1  million  pounds,  203  fewer 
processing  less  than  5  million  pounds.  Although  there  were  the  same  number  of 
plants  packaging  more  than  5  million  pounds  in  the  two  years,  in  December  1979 
there  were  10  more  plants  packaging  more  than  20  million  pounds.  On  a  regional 
basis,  the  number  of  plants  decreased  in  all  regions  except  West  South  Central. 
The  declines  were  the  largest  in  the  East  North  Central  and  North  Atlantic 
regions.  (See  Tables  A  and  C.) 

(5)  In  December  1979  twelve  firms  accounted  for  35  percent  of  the  total  fluid 
milk  sales  in  all  marketing  areas  combined.  The  four  largest  firms  acounted  for 
17.8  percent  of  total  sales.  In  December  1976  the  comparable  market  shares  were 
32.1  percent  and  16.9  percent,  respectively.  The  average  volume  per  plant  for 
the  12  largest  firms  was  slightly  more  than  7.5  million  pounds--more  than 

two  thirds  larger  than  the  all  market  average.  One  of  these  twelve  firms  had  an 
average  volume  per  plant  of  19.2  million  pounds.  (See  Table  D.) 
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(6)  On  an  individual  market  basis,  on  the  average,  the  four  largest  firms 
regulated  in  the  market  accounted  for  79.03  percent  of  the  sales  in  the  market  in 
December  1979, up  from  77.13  percent  in  December  1976.  The  market  share  of  the 
four  largest  handlers  ranged  from  34.77  percent  in  Eastern  Ohio- 
Western  Pennsylvania  to  100  percent  in  several  markets.  Between  1976  and  1979 
the  market  share  of  the  4  largest  handlers  increased  in  38  of  the  46  markets  in 
existence  at  both  times.  (See  Table  E.)

MAJOR  ORDER  ACTIONS,  MARCH  1982 


Amendment: 


Middle  Atlantic  -  March  1  (47  FR  5193).  The  minimum  Class  I  distribution 
percentage  for  pool  distributing  plants  is  reduced  from  40  percent  to 
30  percent  for  each  of  the  months  of  March  through  August. 

A  reserve  processing  plant  that  qualified  as  a  pool  plant  during  each  of 
the  immediately  preceding  months  of  September  through  February  can  continue 
to  be  qualified  automatically  for  the  months  of  March  through  August. 

The  limitations  on  diversions  of  producer  milk  are  increased  from  25  percent 
to  30  percent  of  the  volume  of  milk  received  at  pool  plants  during  the 
months  of  September  through  February. 


Suspensions: 


Middle  Atlantic  -  March  31  (47  FR  13504).  This  action  suspends  for  the  months 
of  March  1982,  the  provision  requiring  a  distributing  plant  to  dispose  of 
30  percent  of  its  receipts  as  Class  I  milk  in  order  to  qualify  as  a  pool 
plant. 


New  Orleans-Mi ssissippi  -  March  11  (47  FR  10510).  This  action  suspends  for 
the  months  of  March  and  April  1982,  the  requirement  that  a  cooperative 
association  must  deliver  at  least  50  percent  of  its  member  producer  milk  to 
pool  distributing  plants  each  month  in  order  to  qualify  its  supply-balancing 
plant  as  a  pool  plant. 
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
